RACERS ARE CHICKEN?

My article, “Worthless Gold", has 
caused some controversy, so it gives 
me the opportunity to climb back on my 
soap box and spout off with some more 
opinions. 

For a start, I'll use some comments 
in a letter from Gabe Palmer of San 
Diego. Mr. Palmer states that he is 
proud of all of his eight trophies. Yet 
he fails to state how he received them. 
If Mr. Palmer earned them, he very well 
should be, but if he did something as 
unworthy as guessing the number of 
beans in a jar, I think that each trophy 
should have a bean on its top and not 
a motorcycle. 

Another point that Mr. Palmer brings 
out is that road riders love motorcycles 
more than racers, because the racers 
are afraid to ride on the highways. I 
cannot imagine the premise on which he 
based this masterpiece of logic. It ap- 
pears that he thinks road riders are 
courageous, because they are brave 
enough to ride their machines on the 
highway. 

AS a correspondent for “Cycle 
News”, I have covered road runs and 
met many road riders. In this fearless 
group, I have yet to meet one that also 
races; however, some may exist. In the 
group of enthusiasts who race, there 
are many who manage to muster up 
enough intestinal fortitude to brave the 
dangerous highway. If I might make an 
educated guess, I would say that most 
racers cut their motorcycling teeth on 
highways and city streets, and that the 
reason that many do not travel the 
highways and byways is because they 
cannot afford a motorcycle for each 
purpose. 

I do not mean to imply that road 
riders are a worthless group of motor 
cycling enthusiasts, but it seems they 
have an inferiority complex toward 
racers. Many times I have heard them 
trun down racers when their ranks were 
attacked with criticism. I think this is 
due to the “worthless gold” they re- 
ceive for no worthy cause. 

Road riders pride themselves in 
helping others in distress and this is a 
definite feather in their hat, They are 
the ones who have the best opportunity 
to form a good image of motorcycling 
in the minds of all those who do not 
understand this great two-wheel sport. 
Since I am a part of the two-wheeled 
world, I am concemed about its image, 
Outlaw clubs have done a great deal to 
hurt this image, and perhaps the best 
weapon we have for improving our image 
is the road rider, 

And you, road rider, need to clean 
up your backyard. Thos sparkling 
clean machines with well groomed 
riders do not comprise a large enough 
majority of your group. I would like to 
see a mandatory helmet law if for no 
other reason than to eliminate the ridi- 
culous H-D hats with little ding-a-lings 
hanging from them. Do you think that 
Mr. and Mrs. Public understand these? 
I have heard many opinions of these 
hats, and believe me, the average Joe 
has no better opinion of ding-a-ling 
hats than he has of swastikas, one- 
percenter patches or Nazi helmets that 
outlaw clubs enjoy wearing. If you are 
one of the ding-a-ling hat riders who 
climbs aboard a dirtecovered wreck 
that would scare the label off of a self- 
respecting can of paint, and pride your- 
self in wearing a cruddy pair of levis 
with matching shirt, you should be 
eliminated. There are too many road 
riders who strive for a good appearance 
to have you screwballs louse it up. 
Nothing would please me more than to 
see clubs require helmets for riders and 
passengers that participate in their 
runs. A safe and clean machine along 
with appropriate dress would also be a 
desirable requirement. 

I know that this type of riders is in 
the minority, but if I might use a well 
worn expression, “It only takes one 
bad apple to spoil the barrel.” 
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Death Valley Dangers 


The remarks of Jim Mann telling of 
three motorcycle pile-ups between Trona 
and Death Valley were well taken. His 
point regarding the wearing of adequate 
clothing is advice well spoken. 

It is strange, but in my eight con- 
secutive trips to the Death Valley event 
I have never run across a single motor 
cycle accident with the exception of a 
collision at Furnace Creek Ranch head- 
quarters this year. Accidents are bound 
to happen when so many people are in- 
volved — it is unfortunate when one per- 
son finds so many of them in one trip. 

Jim's reference to speed wobble, 
though, in a BMW is something that is 
difficult to understand. I have ridden 
machines, and I can’t say that anyone 
was ever troubled with a wobble at any 
speed. Accidents in and around Death 
Valley usually take place on unexpected 
curves, Or On curves with gravel, or in 
gravel beside the road—ridable shoulders 
are non-existent, or by just plain running 
into another machine or a car. 

There is one section of highway be- 
tween Trona and Wildrose Station where 
I have witnessed many riders going into 
the turns too fast and dragging their foot- 
boards or pegs, and another section be- 
tween Wildrose and Townes Pass Junc= 
tion where the sharpness and flatness of 
turns are deceiving. The thrill of riding 
a nice motorcycle along this route can 
end in tragedy in a hurry if the operator 
runs too fast or goes to sleep at the 
controls, 

It is a tribute to the many rescue 
groups, radio clubs, and patrol officers 
that the DV Tour is as safe and sane as 
it is today. Cautious and defensive rid- 
ing is the answer—not an ambulance at 
every intersection.

This seems to me and others that I’ve 
talked to, that you aren’t standing be- 
hind the motorcyclists who are so des- 
perately urging people to protect them- 
selves and help improve our image. The 
effort to put a helmet on, and the small 
price of one is so little, compared to 
what you get in return. Personally, I 
value my life much more than the people 
who don’t wear them. True, I could still 
die as the result of an accident, but the 
chances are so large that it would not 
be of head injuries. I have many things 
to learn yet about motorcycles, but this 
was the very first-rule my husband taught 
me before he would allow me to ride be- 
hind him on his machine. I feel he is the 
greatest teacher, in as much as he won 
the World Speed Record for “The Fastest 
Man on Two Wheels”, at Bonneville in 
1962. That’s right, he is Bill Johnson 
and even he does not think it is wise of 
you to allow these pictures to be pub- 
lished. I have talked to different doc~ 
tors about the wearing apparel that some 
cyclist wear and have been told by them 
that the injuries would beless severe if 
their bodies had been better protected. 
Therefore, since safetyis being stressed 
so much to better our image, I would 
like a comment from you on this. I’m 
sure there are others who would be in- 
terested to-hear your reply also. By the 
way, I counted seven pictures in the 
December 1 thru 7 issue Volume III 
Number 47 that had riders and not a hel- 
met in sight.

ONCE AGAIN, MEET M.E.S.C.A. 


There is a very good chance that 
state departments of motor vehicles next 
year will act on the recommendations of 
the motorcycle trade association and 
pass legislation requiring special oper- 
ators licenses for motorcycle riding. It 
would appear that the only thing which 
prevented such measures from passing 
in 1966 was the crying inability of any- 
one to solve the problems of teaching 
and testing operators in the craft of 
motorcycle riding. 

Until a very short time ago, there 
was virtually no information on the tech- 
niques of safe operation, no statistical 
guidelines that could be trusted to mea- 
sure the problem, and no teaching aids 
or methods beyond the instruction a 
salesman could give a customer leam- 
ing to ride his new bike for the first 
time. 

The wonder of the dealer-instructor 
system is that it works as well as it 
does. Although California enjoyed a 
500% increase in motorcycle registra- 
tions in the last five years, cycle acci- 
dent rates have only increased 253% in 
the same period. Nevertheless, as sales 
increase, salesmen have less time to

devote to instructing each new customer 
and the system is breaking down, 

Just in time, a new teaching device 
is nearing completion. A machine called 
Motorcycle Experience Simulator Control 
Apparatus (Mesca) will take over the 
job of teaching intermediate riding 
‘skills (sometimes called “road wisdom”) 
and testing student riders. The student 
“experiences” road situations which call 
for him to lean, bank, stop, turn, slow 
down and accelerate his machine, all 
without actually moving forward. The 
road ahead appears on a screen in front 
of the student and Mesca simulates the 
feel of a motorcycle. The student’s 


brake, throttle and steering is relayed 
through tapes coded to interpret his 
responses.

tailing, broad sliding and falling down, 
with the starter heading for the nearest 
tree.

SERVICES EYE 
CYCLIST CLUBS 


Motorcycle riding sailors and Marines 
may have some new rules for Scooting 
in the future. 

There are too many servicemen being 
hurt and safety experts are trying to see 
what can be done about it. 

Military officials have cause to be 
worried. During a three-month period 
this year, 15 Navy men were killed in 
cycle accidents. The Marines report 
that motorized two-wheelers have claimed 
the lives of 10 of their members during 
the first three quarters of this year as 
opposed to a previous five-year average 
of six per year in the Corps. 

THE AIR FORCE hasthe most alarm- 
ing figures. From January through Octo- 
ber of this year, 48 of their men died in 
cycle-scooter accidents; double the 
number killed during the same period in 
1965. 

It’s claimed that in almost every off- 
base fatality, the driver was not wearing 
a safety helmet. 

But how to enforce a regulation re- 
quiring the off-base wearing of safety 
helmets by servicemen has officials 
perplexed. It’s felt in some circles that 
as long as state law doesn’t require the 
helmet, the Services would be treading 
on thin legal grounds to make such a 
regulation stick. 

“Wecan enforce on-base regulations,” 
said one official,” but off base, the 
whole aspect of motorcycle driving by 
servicemen poses many knotty legal 
problems.” 

Encouraging servicemen to form 
motorcycle clubs was suggested as a 
solution at the recent Norton Air Force 
Base safety seminar. The help and guid- 
ance of experienced cycle riders could 
then be brought to bear on rookie riders. 
Very few motorcycle clubmen have been 
known to ride without protective cloth- 
ing or proper instruction. It isn’t the 
“in” thing anymore. Base commanders 
could offer hobby shop facilities and 
meeting rooms to service cycle clubs. 
Junior officers who ride cycles should 
volunteer their leadership in this vital 
area.

Local riders competed in a record amount of TT events in the

It was 
Hammer back in front three laps later as 
the front running three crossed the line 
to complete eight laps nearly three 
abreast. 

The Flying Dutchman Van Leeuwen 
again took the lead on the next lap and 
started to ease away from Hammer with 
Haaby crashing on the backstretch turn 
and out of the race. 

Two laps from the finish and Palmer 
takes over second from the tiring Ham- 
mer. Palmer kept closing ground until

Former two-time national TT champ 
Palmer cut to the inside but it was Van 
Leeuwen in front by half a wheel at the 
finish for his second straight Ascot 
victory.

Point champ Eddie Mulder was de- 
feated in the heat-race by Bob Bailey 
but came back to win the trophy dash. In 
the final Mulder never climbed higher 
than eighth until four riders ahead of 
him fell off or dropped back due to me~ 
chanical troubles.. He finally crossed 
the line, on the ‘rear wheel, in fourth 
place and took the point title for Dist. 
37 for the second straight year. 

The top amateurs bowed out of the 
yellow plate class with Sunday’s race 
and again it Was a runaway ride for Rich 
Thorwaldson with Jim Berry running 
second, These were the top two in area 
points, in reverse order, Both get their 
tests as TT experts the first Sunday in 
February.

Triumph and Harley-Davidson made the most impressive quarter 
mile runs of this weekend but Triumph did the astounding performance 
that will carry an important message to street bike riders in regard to 
mechanical efficiency. Tony Dodge of Valinda, Calif., won the B 
street bike class at Irwindale Raceway and tumed out a whopping 
110.02 miles per hour. That Bonneville sang a song of high rpm and 
power in successive run after run. Tony is employed by Johnson Mtrs., 
the West Coast Triumph distributor but receives no sponsorship from 
them; it’s all his own doing, the speed, fantastic elapsed times and 
most of all, the consistency. If any top performer deserves one, Tony 


Dodge should get a gold star. 

Another contender in the B street 
bike class that is always before your 
eyes on these pages is Grant Hannah 
and his elapsed time is right down with 
Tony’s but he lacks only one or two 
miles per hour to make it a dead heat in 
performance. 

Tony Dodge lost the battle for top 
street bike Saturday night when he was 
staged for a final elimination. against 
Harry Couch’s 30.50 Triumph. With the 
handicap used for eliminations, Harry 
had a big lead off the starting line and 
Tony’s eager nerves must have been 
drawn to a raw edge. The Bonneville’s 
front wheel gained altitude and forced 
Tony to shut down and then try to come 
back strong enough to catch Harry’s 
“three quarters of a big Triumph”. Tuck 
in tighter, shift fast, almost push with 
the feet, could not close the gap and 
Harry Couch took the cash purse. Tony 
Dodge was shedding tears and saying 
“It’s all my fault” while Harry was pur- 
chasing a picture frame for the Irwindale 
winner’s check. 


Top Gas to “Dish” 

The gas dragster division was rather 
void, but what appeared represented the 
best. George Tupper and Bob James 
from San Diego, each with a Harley ar- 
rived early and until the last moment 
thought it would be a race between 
friends. At 5:30 p.m. Millard Disharoon 
came on the scene to separate the San 
Diego pair. He not only separated them, 
he defeated them. “Dish” turned a best 
of the day 11.52 elapsed time and 117. 
80 miles per hour. Again I heard voices 
and it was Bob James mumbling, “Next 
week, next week”. 

The race for top gas found Nira 
Johnson’s “Agtisi” Triumph paired 
against Disharoon. Nira took this win 
and yet Dish was a quicker machine in 
both speed and E.T. I did not see what 
caused “Dish’s” defeat but he isn’t al- 
lowed excuses by Long Beach Harley 
and its crew. Nira’s best E.T. was 
12.22 at 114.50 miles per hour.

One 
engine was oiling badly and what could 
happen in the second attempt was any- 
one’s guess. Sonny Raslawski arrived 
with his fuel burner just in time for a 
qualifying run. Sonny took the Harley 
through the lights at 10.20 seconds.

When Jim 
Cook and Sonny Raslawski came off the 
starting line, Jim broke out ahead. Son- 
ny had dumped the clutch too hard and 
his Avon lost valuable time, freewheel- 
ing in one spot. The rubber smoke was

Jim Cook won top fuel on the “Flus-

THE FINISH LINE 


It finally happened. After 18 TT’s, 32 half miles, five road races and 
six indoor short tracks — the 1966 season has come to an end. Over sixty 
races, no wonder So. Calif. is rightly called the hotbed of professional cycle 
racing and turns out winners like they were popcorn. 

There will be little or no rest for the pro’s as coming up next month, 
which requires a brand new racing license, will be three indoor short tracks 
at Long Beach and one road race at Carlsbad — which does not require a 


license. 

The last TT of the year finished the 
way many half miles do on Friday nights. 
More TT closers like that could help 
fill the stands as the talent is there, 
especially in the expert class. 

The finish last Sunday was the 
closest for the white plates since 1960 
when Dick Hammer as an amateur, nipped 
Dick Dorresteyn by inches on the same 
track. Let’s hope it won’t be another six 
years before we get racing like that. 

A lot of riders were down at the track 
office afterthe race wanting applications 
for next year’s license. They were out of 
luck as they were all gone. Now a rider 
must get on the ball and write to AMA 
GHQ and get the papers that will let 
him ride in ‘67. 

The flood gates are now open for a 
new crop of novice riders who can and 
will invade Long Beach on Saturday, 
January 7th.

Two races and two differ 
ent winners up there. They will run in 
the Cow Palace the rest of this month. 

Genial Gene and his flying machine 
were shot down the following day at the 
Ascot TT. Not by the rest of the troops 
but by just plain bad luck that sometimes 


happens to top notch riders. 

Dan Haaby blew his top so bad after 
falling off in the main that his helmet 
went flying off his head and through the 
air for a record distance. Last payday of 
the year, you know. 

That spill by Bob Bailey will be 
shown on TV this Friday night. That 
alone should be worth seeing as you 
can’t miss Bob, especially when he is 
upside down with the two out-riggers 
flying in the air. No, it was not planned 
for TV. 

A side note that John Di Simone, one 
of the well known brothers from the east, 
has bought out Culver City Honda from 
the Webco boys and has also added BSA 
to the line. John tuned for Jody Nicholas 
at many races in the east and will be in 
the thick of things come next season. 

Norm Lee at Long Beach Triumph has 
a spanking fresh full works Yamaha 
250cc road racer for sale, all set to go 
for Carlsbad and Daytona. This one 
came out of the same mold as the regu- 
lary “Team” machines that won every- 
thing but the door prize, and Carlsbad, 
last season. The price is right. 

Add one for well known ‘Shell Motors 
in Lynwood. They are now also Triumph 
dealers in the area along with Enfield 
and Yamaha. Will Guy Louis switch next 
year, rather than keep up the fight???? 

The point fund checks for the national 
money has been sent out with Bart Markel 
taking close to $3,000. Each national 
point to riders in the top ten was worth 
$3.80 as far as the payoff was concerned. 
Someday, maybe, the tenth place rider 
will pick up what Markel took home this 
year. 

The local point fund money to the 
half mile riders and TT runners should 
be coming around, shortly.

Now that the 1966 season is offici- 
ally closed for the ACA, we look back 
over the year as one of accomplishment. 
We were hoping to be able to state that 
it has been a completely successful 
year. However, last Sunday’s event at 
Riverside marred a personal record of 
ten years of officiating or running races 
without a fatality. We have been told by 
many of our friends that this kind of 
thing is inevitable, especially in racing, 
but it still comes as a shock to know 
someone who loses his life while par 
ticipating in an event which you have 
something directly to do with, either as 
a participant or as an official. 

Naturally, we realize it is impossible 
to eliminate the human error when par- 
ticipating in a race. We have tried to do 
everything we possibly can to protect 
the riders from one another in safety of 
their riding equipment and protective 
clothing which they wear. We try to al- 
low the riders sufficient practice time 
in order to familiarize themselves with 
the course so the hazard will be cut to 
a minimum. However, sometimes in the 
competitive spirit to win, one over 
extends his ability or his equipment, 
and, in many cases, this causes an 
accidents. 

Such a thing happened this weekend 
to Viktor Scheiermann. Viktor was in 
the first practice session for the light- 
weight machines on a 175cc Ducati, 
came wide through Turn 1 and hit the 
guard rail. He succumbed to head in- 
juries at 11:00 a.m. Monday at the River- 
side Community Hospital. We didn’t 
know Viktor well, but I’m sure his per- 
sonal friends will miss him, as we will, 
in the coming events. We want to extend 
our sympathies, as we’re sure you all 
do, to his family and friends at the time 
of their great loss. 

Also, with regard to the condition of 
Ned Marandino, we have been informed 
that he is still in the hospital, but is in 
satisfactory condition. He is running a 
slight temperature and will be released 
as soon as the temperature returns to 
normal. Ned fell while leading the light- 
weight production event on the switch- 
back from Turn 7 to the straightaway. 
He, too, was by himself and no other 
riders were involved in the mishap. 





AMA COMPETITION BULLETIN 


1. The following safety helmets were 
submitted, examined and tested by the 
AMA Safety Committee and approved for 
AMA competition under Group #1: H-A 
Model R-7 by Accessory Distributors of 
New York; BFG-100 Full Jet and BFG- 
07 Full Jet by Beck Distributing Cor 
poration of Melville, L.I.; J. Edwards 
Company of Los Angeles, California. 
2. L. Wise, Cosmopolitan Company of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, submitted 
and advised the AMA Technical Com- 
mittee that the Benelli 250cc is now 
available with a 5 speed transmission. 
3. AMA sanctioned events are limited to 
motorcycles. It is against the rules to 
permit cars to compete and, therefore, 
shall not be allowed. 

4. During a recent Short Track Race 
Meet at Sacramento, California, there 
were 42 spills but no injuries. Perhaps 
lightweight machines are the answer. 
5. Clubs that sponsor Class “C” and 
Sportsman Road Race events should, 
through inspection, permit only machines 
approved for AMA competition to be 
entered. In all other AMA events the 
machines do not need approval except 
that they be manufactured by a licensed 
manufacturer. 

6. Bouquets for the recent Ring City 
Road Runners Enduro report which was 
very neat and complete with scores and 
all 256 entries listed. Also, the Webster 
City Motorcycle Club Enduro report that 
had 94 entries all listed alphabetically 
with their scores. 

7. The 1966 Competition Committee 
meeting is over leaving some new as 
well as changes in rules. For 1967, no 
more prize money will be paid contest- 
ants in Sportsman events. Amateur and 
Novice competition license holders are 
now permitted to compete in all Sports- 
man events, however, Experts cannot 
compete. 

8. For 1967, all district, state and as- 
sistant referees will receive new referee 
shoulder patches, also, new accredited 
appointment cards since all appoint- 
ments terminate December 31, 1966. 
9. Why the secrecy? When summary 
sheets are filled out for a club event; 
don’t be timid put down the attendance 
figure. Fair, good or poor is not very 
informative. Also, be sure to sign the 
report, we like to know who is doing 
the work. 

10. All 1966 competition license hold- 
ers will be mailed 1967 license appli- 
cation forms. That is, if we have your 
current address, otherwise, you will 
have to apply.

To cut this short we must say that 
in a recent column we did not refer to 
anyone who did not belong to a club as 
a “freeloader.”
